When the dignlAed and hlghlr erudite 
Iheoretieiana and political faken of the interna 
tlonai 'w«nt:pver bag and baggage in the ''defenae 
of the fatherland," when they donned knee breech 
ea, ailk hoar and the badge of treason in the gor 
rriimeuta of lm|>ertallBtD, only a email band of 
ivbeta remained to hold- aloft the banner of claMi 
atniggle. Only the Knaalan BioUherlks and the 
Kalian, Marxlata, together with tiny groups in the 
K.ilkaua, the HctodioAvian countries, and isolated 
ihdividuala here nod there in England, Prance and 
tlt^-rmany, remained true to tMr rerolutlonary 
vawa. 

To this amall group of Internationallata was ad 
tied, In Icaa than a year after the outbreak of the 
great m*ar, tlie rebel remnants of the old, dislnteg 
rated Hociallat youth international — the forerun- 
ner of the Yonng Communist Internationa), the 
forerunner, in effect, of the mighty Communist In 
ternational.

* meat In scrapping the battlMblp Waabing- 
(OD— the latest and one of the largest of mooiters 
of destruction sflost — has caused a fluttering of 
hearts In the breasts of pacaflata, who once more 
'cel assured that tbia country (or it*a rulers) Is 
■'cally interested In world peace; and it has roused 
.t storm of iDdlgosUon smong ths Babbitt-minded 
who see in tkis a danger of this coontry falling 
a prey to other foreign powers. 

Rnt to those who bars seen ths greedy hand of 
American imperialism grsbbing at Orient and 
Occident alike, the fulfillment of the Washington 
Conference by the United States in rxrspping s 
few warships does not remove the danger of war 
in the least, nor will it stop Wall Btreet in its 
mad scramble (or world domination.

'ne fighting code that every member of the Fen^e 
ahny must yaarn by heart reads as foUowa : 
*fTake careful aim bafore you shoot If your 
catrldgea run out, 'use your bayonat If your 
bayonet ia broken use the butt of your un. If 
you lose your gun, attack the enemy with your 
fista. If your flsta are smaabed, kick him, bite him. 
If your teeth are gone, pray to the Chrtetian God 
that a atray bullet of one of your brothers in 
will kill the enemy quickly."
